ARE WE FINALLY GOING HOME? 

At a meeting of the State Park Commission with re- 
presentatives of the City Park and Recreation Commis- 
.sion and the San Francisco Maritime Museum the State 
Park Commission recommended that the three rowing 
clubs be moved to the western end of Aquatic Park as a 
part of the plan for the development of Aquatic Park 
known as "Project X. " 

The Dolphin Club and the South End Rowing Club 
have been on record several times since 1952 in favor 
of the site at the western end of Aquatic Park. The row- 
ing clubs have committees which have met with the 
above mentioned parties and undoubtedly more discus- 
sions will follow before we can report anything conclu- 
sive. 

The rowing clubs were moved from the foot of Polk 
Street in 1938 to provide room for the Aquatic ParkBuild- 
ing, later known as the Maritime Museum, This move 
was to be temporary until a "suitable location" could be 
found for the clubs. 

In 1925 the extension and improvement of Van Ness 
Avenue forced the removal of the clubs to the foot of Polk 
Street. 

The original Dolphin clubhouse was located at the 
foot of Jones Street in what was known as. Shelter Cove 
or Mrs. Kelly's Cove, which . extended approximately 
from Powell Street to Leavenworth Street. 

After 33. years, we hope the Dolphins can return 
"home" to the western end of Aquatic Park.

A special meeting of the Dolphin Board of Directors 
was held recently to outline our program of operations 
for the Cove Handicap Swim, August 16, the Raccoon 
Straits Swim, September 6, and the GOLDEN GATE 
SWIM, September 21. These swims represent the Tri- 
ple Crown of Aquatics in the Bay Area, with the Golden 
Gate Swim being the chief prize. 

The Golden Gate Swim, while not a particularly long 
swim, is nonetheless a very difficult swim. You men 
who have participated in previous swims well know the 
tide rips and water conditions which make the difficulties. 
Therefore, the following has been decided for your pro- 
tection. 

You must qualify for the Golden Gate Swim by fin- 
ishing either the Cove or the Raccoon Swims. You must 
train adequately for the swim . _ A committee has been 
set up which will screen all swimmers and pass on their 
degree of readiness. The field for the Golden Gate Swim 
has grown tremendously in the last few years, making 
the task of patrolling the course and protecting all swim- 
mers very difficult. The Club has arranged for many 
extra boats this year to help protect everyone. The 
swimmers boat will have only the working party aboard - 
there will be no other passengers. You swimmers must 
follow the course as set by the Marshall of the Course. 

These rules are laiddown for your protection. They 
must be observed. There will be some of you who may 
make the Cove or the Raccoon, or both, and still will 
be disqualified for the Golden Gate. Once the swim- 
ming committee has passed on your entry into the Gate 
Swim, then the responsibility shifts to the Marshall of 
the Course . He has been authorized to take anyone from 
the water he sees fit, regardless of position, in the in- 
terests of safety. 

It is realized that some of you will be unavoidably 
left out - we ask your cooperation to man the boats and 
thereby lend your participation to a successful swim.

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PADDLE BOARD STOLEN FROM BOATHOUSE 

It was reported at the July meeting of the Board of 
Directors meeting that a Dolphin Club paddle board had 
been stolen recently from the Boat House.

The editor of the "Log" was instructed to publish 
Boat House Rules which are also posted in the Boat 
House. After these rules have been published in the 
"Log" any member guilty of breaking them must appear 
before the Board for disciplinary action. 

The rule most frequently being broken is rule #2 of 
the RULES REGULATING USE OF BOATS which states, 
No member shall take out a Club boat without first 
making a record of same in Log Book. Such record shall 
state the following: (1) name of boat; (2) name of passen- 
ger; (3) date and hour; (4) intended destination." Another 
rule that apparently some members are not aware of is 
rule #16 of the HOUSE RULES AMENDED 1954 which 
reads, Any member who destroys or damages any Club 
property or equipment shall replace same at his own 
expense." 

Each issue of the Log will carry one or two of the 
Boat House Rules to familiarize the membership with the 
rules that we all must adhere to.

CAPTAIN SPEAKS 

Recent incidents involving rough treatment to our 
boats urged me to pass on a few "standard" reminders. 

Beginners or novice oarsmen please refrain from 
taking any boat out unless accompanied by an experienced 
man. Your asking for trouble and probably going to subject 
the equipment to abuse. 

Here's a few things to check before launching a boat: 

1. Is the boat in good enough shape to take out? 

2. Check the oars - are they the right size for the boat? 

3. Is the cork in? If not - get one. 

4. Life jackets - don't ever forget these no mater how 
good a swimmer you are. 

Of course there are other factors to consider but these 
points will help you to better and safer boating.

Our Board 
of Directors quickly reacted to 
this proposal and a letter was 
written to the State Department 
of Parks and Beaches reaffirm- 
ing our support of Proposition "X" which has in its out-

We may well need the keen memories of our Life 
Members who will recall when the clubs were moved from 
the foot of Polk Street in the winter of 1938-39 with the 
promise that they would he moved back again when a 
suitable site could be found.

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ROWING NEWS 
by Coach Tom Troneum 

Not since 1955, when Bob Neilsen rowed in the 
Western Sprint Regatta and 1957 when the Dolphin crew 
raced a California four, have any of our oarsmen gone out 
in open competition. However, on May 20th, Myron Heck- 
man flew to Seattle and entered the Western Sprint Regatta. 

He competed with oarsman of Olympic stature, no- 
tably Ted Nash, who is rated one of the two fastest 
scullers in the United States, and seven or eight men of 
rowing fame. Myron, rowing his first race, made a fine 
showing, as it first appeared that he had taken second 
place, but the judges later ruled him fifth. In this event, 
I would say the race was a close one, and the Dolphin 
Club should be proud of such a fine oarsman. 

Mr. Stan Pocock was most helpful and loaned Myron 
his private shell, and all the Lake Washington oarsmen 
went all out to make Myron's stay a pleasant one. 

Our next regatta will be with the Golden Gate Row- 
ing Club. This is a new club in the East Bay consisting 
of former university oarsmen. They also rowed in Seattle 
and took fourth. This will be a real test for the Lake 
Merced oarsmen, both Dolphin and South End, who are 
training at the Lake now. This event will probably take 
place late in June or early July. 

Another Dolphin Oarsman has rowed his last race, 
out through the Golden Gate, beyond the setting sun of 
the Western skies. Harvey Murray, No. 3 man in the "Old 
Champs" Crew, former champion oarsman of the Myrtle 
Rowing Club and Outrigger Club, Honolulu, passed on 
May 15, 1961. We, the "Old Champs", as well as all 
Dolphins who knew Harvey will miss him, but we will 
never forget him.

THE HANDICAP SWIM HASHED OVER

Don't underestimate the power of the tide. The hand- 
icap didn't shape up to par for two reasons. The tide and 
anchors, or the lack of good anchors for our bouys or 
markers. Our markers were pulled off course by the tide. 
All you could hear while patrolling the course was a swim- 
mer yelling,"Where is that marker, where the H ... is that 
marker?" In the future we hope the Club will purchase 
some anchors to hold those markers steady. 

This is the second time this swim has been held on 
an ebb tide. We discovered this has been an advantage 
to the slower swimmer. This swim should be held on an 
in-coming tide every year so that the handicaps can work 
out more accurately. Our fastest swimmer was six min- 
utes back when the winner finished. A match race between 
Bob Hoff and Bob Farrell at the same handicap and swim- 
ing on an in-coming would prove that Hoff could not beat 
Farrell by sTx minutes. It should be close to a dead heat. 
It might also prove we should swim the handicap on an 
incoming tide every year. Our fastest swimmers didn't 
have a chance on that ebb tide. 

Regardless of our problems everyone enjoyed the 
swim. The steak lunch following the swim was great.

With the AAU swimming season all but over and as 
we look back at our first year of competition we realize 
that the youngsters representing the Dolphin Club have 
not fared too badly, in fact they have done fairly well as 
this is the strongest age-group swimming area in the 
United States today. 

We have had our share of bad luck in our first year 
of operation though as our top swimmer, Gary Cheroske 
has moved away from the area and our 11-12 year old 
breast stroker Pete Levesque is presently in Children's 
Hospital being treated for a bleeding ulcer. Pete will be 
out of action for another two months recouperating. The 
loss of Cheroske has hurt the team very much but we have 
also picked up some swimmers with potential. Lowell 
High senior Jeff Kuhn is now representing the Dolphin 
Club as well as City College breast stroker Chuck Gre- 
ninger . 

The lastmajor swim meet of the year on the schedule 
was the Far Western Championships held atFleischacher 
Pool. Greg Mahoney, diving in the 13-14 age group placed 
third which was remarkable as he has been diving just 
about nine months. Greg also placed third at the junior 
Olympics in Redding during the summer. 

Pete Levesque placed eighth in the Junior Olympics 
in Redding competing in the 11-12 age group 55 yard 
breast stroke with a time of 45:6. In the Far Westerns 
he brought his time down to 43:0 swimming 50 meters. 
The 1 1-12 free style relay team consisting of: Steve Gore, 
Randy Schiller, Pete Levesque and Roger Kalnin placed 
sixth with a time of 2:31:3. 

Competing in the 6 yrs. and under class, Mike Gore 
placed 5th in the 20 yd. freestyle at the Santa Clara 
Valley Swimming Championships. In August, Mike won 
the Peninsula Swimming Leagues' 6 and under 15 yard 
Freestyle Championship with a time of 10:1. Other out- 
standing swimmers showing recent improvement are Guy 
Quist, Gary Nelson and Scott McBride in the 10 and un- 
der class.
